ing the editorial in last week’s issue enti- 
tled “Department Stores,” and the sugges- 
tions expressed therein seem to be generally 


satisfactory to the trade. A great number 
of butchers in complimenting us have ex- 
pressed a desire to follow the suggestions 
made by us, and we are very glad to hear of 
this. They will always find in us the cham- 
pion of the true interests of the trade in all 
sections of the country. 

We have another suggestion to add to-day, 
and that is this: If the members of the meat 
and provision trades in the United States are 
seriously desirous of remedying the depart- 
ment store evil and of fighting the depart- 
ment stores, then a better organization must 
be had than at present exists, and some of 
the more prominent men in the meat trade of 
the United States must be indueed to join the 
organization. As excellent as the butchers 
are organized in some cities and States, as, 
for instance, in New York City, in Buffalo, in 
New York State, in Connecticut, there is no 
doubt that in the first place the national or- 
ganization is by no means as representative 
nor as influential as it would and should be. 
Active butchers only should be officers and 
members of the organization. No politician 
should hold any office therein, and especially 
should the high office of National Secretary 
not be in the hands of a professional politi- 
cian, who for years has not been active in the 
butcher business. 

We believe that another point is essential, 
and that is that in case a successful fight 
against department stores is to be waged, re- 
tailers must stop fighting the wholesalers and 
looking upon them as their enemies. The un- 
divided influence of the entire meat and pro- 
vision trade of the United States must be 
brought to bear against department stores if 
this combat shall lead to the desired end, but 
the attacking power must not be split up in- 
ternally in fights among themselves, and 


the contesting forces must be able to offer 


a solid front, for it is no small enemy they 
have to meet. We believe that the wholesale 
butchers, pork and beef packers and provision 
dealers throughout the country would gladly 
join the retailers in a national association for 
the protection of their mutual business inter- 
ests. We have assurances to that effect from 
some of the leading slaughterers and packers 
in the United States, but these wholesalers 
could not be induced to join a retailers’ asso- 
ciation except it were representative through- 
out. We do not mean to say that the leaders 
of retail butchers’ associations must of ne- 
cessity be millionaires. On the contrary, they 
should be independent butchers, independent 
in so far that they should own a shop or a stall 
in a public market; in other words, they 
should have their own stand and business, no 
matter how small. People who are not active 
butchers or managers of meat markets and 
butcher shops should have no say in the asso- 
ciation. Then a form of organization should 
be devised which might give wholesalers 
a one-third and retailers a two-third repre- 
sentation in the national board of managers. 
An adjunct to the great national organiza- 
tion consisting of journeymen and employes 
could be formed, and their co-operation cer- 
tainly would be frequently desirable. This 
being accomplished, a national enrollment 
should be had and a thorough organization, 
with local branches in all cities, could be 
formed and might soon be as well established 
as the life insurance societies, the lodges or 
benevolent societies are. An appeal to the 
American public made by a national associa- 
tion of that calibre would not fail to be im- 









pressive and far-reaching: One of the prin- 
cipal objects of the association should be to 
combat the department stores, to regulate the 
existing system of taking and giving credit. 
The discussion of health regulations and hun- 
dreds of debatable and contested points could 
be discussed and settled to mutual advantage. 

The formation of the Butchers, Packers, 
and Slaughterers Mutual Protective Associa- 
tion of the United States is in order. The 
motion is before the trade. Who-.will sec-

OLEOPHOBIA. 


“Is there a popular demand for oleomarga- 
rine?’ asks a correspondent. We feel in- 
clined to answer, “Is there a popular demand 
for cotton goods or shoddy?’ Yes, and no. 
Those who can afford to wear silk, satin and 
all-wool goods of imported make certainly do 
not want domestic cotton goods and shoddies. 
Those, however, who, when buying a suit, 
must “measure same with their small income” 
previous to measuring with the tape, will 
certainly want the cheaper grade of goods. 
People who. can afford all the luxuries which 
the world offers will not stop to argue the 
price of a pound of butter. The laborer whose 
weekly wages must support a large family, 
will and must. If then he can get a pure, clean 
and wholesome article, a substitute for butter 
so well and perfectly made thatanexpert does 
not know the difference, why can he not buy 
it? Because the farmer does not permit it, 
being a manufacturer of butter himself. That 
is protection, domestic protection, with a yen- 
geance. Does our farming population ever 
stop to consider that anti-oleo legislation 
keeps thousands of workmen out of employ- 
ment? Do our rural friends realize that if 
it were possible to manufacture oleomargarine . 
in this country, the slaughterers, having a 
great demand for their oleo oil, at goud 
prices, could afford to pay more for cattle, at 


RELATIONS OF CANNED MEAT TO 
TALLOW. 


We have on previous occasions related the 
fact that owing to low prices ruling in Lon- 
don for Australian frozen meats, the “boil- 
ing down works” of the colonies throw the 
entire carcasses of sheep and cattle into the 
tallow tanks for the purpose of utilizing the 
fat in the shape of tallow. Naturally this is 
wastefulness to such a degree as can only be 
the result of over-production and a glut in the 
markets. The Australian tallow being always 
a menace to the American market and a com- 
petitor in England and upon the Continent, it 
might be timely to advise our Australian 
friends to learn the science so as to give the 
starving miner in England and the hungry 
peasants in Eastern Europe a chance to eat 
canned mutton in place of horse meat. A lit- 
tle less tallow, a better market and a better 
and more humane utilization of the meat 
would be the first consequence. Demand for 
meat from quarters where the potato rules to- 
day exclusively would be the second conse- 
quence. Inquiry for American canning ma- 
chinery and a fairer competition for American 
renderers would follow. Try it, gentlemen.

WEEKLY REVIEW. 


A PACKDRS’ MARKET. 
is about all we have had this week, as out- 
side demand has fallen off, or speculation has 
gene into wheat, in which there has been 
wide and frequent fluctuations, with growing 
strength and activity, followed by all the 
other grain markets, with which provisions 
have also sympathized. Yet the public has be- 
come tired of everlastingly fighting the pack- 
ers on their own products «4s the latter have 
continued to sell January on the strong spots, 
and some of them on the weak spots even, on 
the theory that we are to have a reaction 
from the late advance, or to prevent a fur- 
ther one at the opening of the packing season, 
which would necessitate their going into the 
latter ut higher prices for hogs. Had the 
packers not pursued this policy we would 
have had as much higher markets on pro- 
visions as we have had in grain, excepting 
wheat, which moves most easily and widely 
of all these produce markets, excepting cot- 
ton. Yet the price of corn has gradually 
strengthened with wheat and other feed 
stuffs, in face of a large movement from the 
country, and of free offerings of new crop 
for November shipment from the West, and 
increased estimates of the yield, by from 
50,000,000 to 100,000,000 of bushels. The 
reason of this is that the export demand con- 
tinues practically unlimited, except by the 
amount of ocean freight room available, with 
the prospect of its continuance for the hal- 
ance of the crop year. As noted in our last, 
with this prospect of higher, rather than low- 
er prices, for corn, even with the largest crop 
ever raised, it is difficult to see upon what 
basis packers can look for any lower prices of 
hogs than now, the coming season, while the 
chances seem to favor higher ones. Upon 
what theory they are selling January products 
down on an advancing market for hogs, un- 
less they are short of the former, it is hard 
to imagine. It is therefore generally accepted 
that the packers are generally short, and 
hence their persistent and combined efforts to 
keep down prices, until they shall be able to 
cover. The fact that October liquidation 
practically ceased, with last week, leaving the 
October option relatively stronger than the 
January this week, indicates that it is the 
pressure on January stuff that has kept the 
market from advancing. As was the case last 
week, lard has been the strongest article on 
the list, and at times has advanced while 
other products declined, as was the case on 
Wednesday in ribs, which were exceptionally 
weak, while lard was strong and pork un- 
changed. But these relative changes in the 
values of the different speculative products 
are due chiefly to the operations of the pack- 
ers, and have no further significance. As to 
the supply of hogs, there has been very little 
change in the last two weeks, the supply 
rather having been under than over the daily 
estimates, with prices generally higher. There 
have been one or two reports of poorer quality 
of the arrivals at Chicago this week, yet this 
has not been general and may not be signifi- 
cant. There have been no more complaints of 
cholera, and those that were published by 
some Western paper recently seemed to have 
attracted little attention in the trade, while if 
there is any more disease than usual in hogs 


it does not seem to be indicated in the re- 
ceipts. As to the export demand, shipments 
of lard have fallen off somewhat from the re- 
cent enormous volume of 2,000,000 ID and 
over a day from Chicago, but the movement 
of wheat still continues heavy, although spot 
demand in the West has not been so active, 
either this week or last, as it was for a month 
previous, while the New York City cutters 
have just about been able to supply local de- 
mand at old prices, while there has been a 
lack of orders, either for export or outside 
trade in that market. As far as new business 
is concerned, exporters have scarcely figured 
in these markets for any product for any mar- 
ket, yet domestic trade in refined and com- 
pound lard has shown a considerable improve- 
ment, and prices have gradually hardened on 
this demand, and on the stronger tendency 
of raw lard. Otherwise there has been no 
feature in the spot market of any particular 
importance, and there is very little news to 
note, or feature to comment upon that has 
not already been repeated in our reviews of 
the last two or three weeks. There certainly 
is no change in the situation for the worse, 
and very little for the better, except in the 
estimated reduction of stocks in Chicago for 
the first of the month to 200,000 tierces of 
contract lard, 37,000,000 pounds of ribs and 
110,000 barrels of pork. Among the large 
traders in Chicago have been Cudahy, the 
Cudahy Packing Co., Armour, Swift, Fowler 
and Hately, and they have generally been re- 
ported among sellers, while there has been 
very little said about buyers, except that they 
were shorts and outsiders, which would leave 
one to infer that they were brokers for the 
packers and that they were covering their 
shorts, while the packers themselves were 
openly pounding the market. Outside of them, 
Norton & Worthington sold a line of 5,000 
barrels of pork early in the week for January, 
while Cudahy was generally selling that 
month and buying October. 


On Saturday there were sales of 12,000 
pieces of city shoulders reported in New York 
at 4c. by one cutter for the week, out of stock 
held after the market went under that figure, 
refusing to sell until the market got back to 
that price again, since when there has been a 
heavy demand by the local trade, which would 
not buy when the market was nearly 3c. This 
is one of the many curious features of these 
markets for the past year. He also sold last 
week 5,000 pieces of city pickled hams at 
914c. for 12 to 16 Ib, to the local trade. On 
that day 4,000 Ib of 12-ID rib bellies sold at 
5i4c., loose; 75 tes. of Western lard, $4.1214, 
and 105 tes., iron-bound, city at $4.20, and 
105 tes. city, for refining, at $3.75 

On Monday sales in New York also wete 
500 Western lard, to arrive, and 250 ditto, on 
the spot, to local refiners, on private terms, 
quoted $4.17%; 100 city, refining, $3.75@ 
$3.80; 300 pork, chiefly at $8 for mess. On 
that day Chicago pork closed 5c. off for Janu- 





ary and 5c. up for October. Lard 5c. up 
January and 2\%4c for October, ribs unchanged 
January and 2%4c. off October, with 45,000 
hogs and 5c. higher prices. 

On Tuesday packers sold January products 
on the reaction of 144c. in wheat, causing a 
decline of 10c. in pork, 5@74c. in ribs and 
lard, while New York was steady at $3.80 for 
city, 100 tes. selling, 500, cost and freight, 
quoted $4.12%4; spot, ditto, $4.17%4, with two 


or three tanks rumored at $3.90@$3.9214, al- 
though there has been very little tank lard 
offered during the past two weeks; 200 pork 
sold at unchanged prices; 25 boxes clear- pel- 
lies 5i4c., 8,000 Ib 12-ID rib ditto. %4c., 500 
12-Ib pickled hams 9\4c. 

On Wednesday Western markets were dull, 
owing to the excitement in wheat, and-an ad- 
vance of 2c. and over in that staple from the 
opening prices, to the highest yet reached on 
this crop on the heaviest and best foreign, buy- 
ing since the advance of over 10c. began. But 
pork closed unchanged to 2\4c. off, lard 24%4@ 
Ti4c. up, ribs 5@1014c. off, with 70,000 hogs 
in the West; 500 cash Western lard. sold. in 
New York, for refining, quoted $4.17144@$4.20, 
cost and freight, $4.15, with no tank lard of- 
fered; $3.75 bid and $8.80 asked for city re- 
fining lard, 250 pork at $7.75@$8.25 for mess, 
$10.50@$11.50 for family and $9@$10.50 for 
clear. Refined lard $4.50 for the Continent, 
$4.85 for South America and 6c. im kegs” for 
Brazil. Meats sold only in jobbing lots at un- 
changed prices. 

The “Journal of Commerce and Commercial 
Bulletin” makes the following very pertinent 
comparisons and comments upon our export 
trade in hog products: 

Exports of lard Nov. 1 last: to Oct. 26 were 
456,000,000 Ib, leaving five weeks more of the 
crop year. This is at the rate of nearly 1,- 
600,000 Tb daily for twenty-six days.in each 
month for the eleven months. The exports of 
meats have been on a considerably larger 
scale, as the total for same time is 512,000,000 
tb. These figures do not bear out the oft-re- 
peated complaint that there is no export de- 
mand for American hog products, as it’ has 
seldom been greater. 

BEEF PRODUCTS have been a shade 
firmer for city packed within the old line of 
prices, though the lower quotations are now 
no longer the rule. Early in the week 250 
bbls. of hams sold, cost and fréight New 
York at $15.50. For the week 600 tcs. of 
extra India mess $10@$12, chiefly $11, and 
800 family at $8@$9 and packet at S7@$S8. 
Canned beef has been as dull and neglected 
as ever, on the basis of 90c.@$1 for 1-Tb cans, 
$1.65@$1.75 for 2-Ib cans, both corned — 
roast. ' 

On Thursday provisions joined the bull pro- 
cession in the grain markets in earnest, both 
packers and shorts buying, as well as outsid- 
ers, putting up pork 23144@45c. for the day, 
the latter on October after heavy deliveries 
of 12,000 bbls. on October contracts in Chi- 
eago; ribs 17%4c. up after 450,000,000 Th had 
been delivered, with little lard, which closed 
20c. up for the day, and spot in New York 
at $4.50 asked. This awakening of the over- 
slept bears in these products was not only 
started by the highest price yet paid for 
wheat on this crop, but by foreign and home 
investment buying of corn, led by Armour 
himself in Chicago. No spot trade was done 
in New York at the advance, which was too 
sudden in lard. but 400 pork sold at $8@S88.50 
for mess, $8@$9.95 for clear, $10.50@$12 for

Stocks in nearly all the consuming coun- 
tries, and especialiy in the consuming districts 
of this country, are low, as the consumers 
have pursued a hand-to-mouth policy tor sev- 
eral years. ‘lhe political and nnancial situ- 
ation is still improving. Factories, foundries 
and other labor employing works are starung 
in many piaces, and when all of our peopie 
are at work and attending to their business 
we think the demand for hog products, es- 
peciaily at anything like present prices, will 
increase materially. lt is not reasonable to 
expect very much further advance over the 
best prices current during the past ten days 
uniess a revival in speculation should reach 
the provision market and carry prices to a 
higher level. ‘Lhe demand on both local anu 
shipping accounts for. light and _ butcher 
weight hogs is very strong, and these grades 
are commanding good premiums. The gen- 
eral quality of the hogs this week was pvor, 
the bulk being brood sows, pigs and unma- 
tured hogs. We look for liberal receipts of 
brood sows all through October, and as they 
ean be put into mess pork the balance of the 
fall and winter, the demand for them will 
doubtless be better, but we still advise buying 
this class of hogs with a proper margin. We 
look for liberal receipts during October, but 
do not think they will reach the number re- 
ceived the corresponding month last year. 
We still advise watching the provision mar- 
ket closely and buying hogs freely on all the 
breaks which occur in the market. 

CATTLE AND SHEEP.—Cattle receipts 
were considerably larger this week, but the 
demand was also good. Even under heavy re- 
ceipts, the foreign market hold up, and as 
choice native cattle are comparatively scarce, 
prices have been well sustained. Receipts of 
eattle were less than 250,000 head during 
September, being the smallest September re- 
ceipts in nine years. Range cattle are com- 
ing freely, but show a considerable reduction 
in numbers compared with last year. The 
market for the better grades continues strong, 
and the outlook for the balance of the season 
is rather encouraging. 

The floodgates are still open, as far as the 
receipts of sheep and lambs are concerned, 
and present indications are for about 85,000 
head for the week. Choice lambs continue in 
good demand, but the other grades declined 
15@25c. during the week. The general trade, 
however, is fairly satisfactory at the prices. 


TALLOW AND STEARINE. 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


TALLOW was held early in the week with 
renewed firmness by New York melters, as 
there was practically little else offered at 
any of the markets, East or West, all being 
sold up very closely to production, as noted 
in our last, with the home trade still free 
buyers at old figures bid, and unable to get 
more than small lots of country at those 
prices. Exporters remained equally obsti- 
nate at their old bid price of 4c. under the 
melters, with no reported improvement in the 
Continental markets either on prime or edi- 
ble. Under this condition of things the lo- 
cal trade were forced on Tuesday to come 
into the New York market and pay the 3c. 
demanded for the past week by melters, al- 
though this price was not sufficiently tempt- 





ing to bring out free offerings. But export- 
ers did not raise their bids, even after these 
sales were made, although London was active 
at the weekly sales on Wednesday at 9d. to 
ls. advance, 1,200 casks being sold, or three-. 
fourths of the offerings which advanced were 
supposed to be sutticient to bring that market 
on a parity with New York, had there been 
any ocean freight room available for prompt 
shipment. But no export bids whatever were 
heard of, except at 344c. for the French mar- 
kets. There was a lot of 600 tierces of coun- 
try tallow offered in the New York market on 
that day at 3%c, packages free, but at the 
sume time 3%4c. was freely bid in Chicago by 
the local trade for choice, and no sales report- 
ed, even at that figure, since the 2,000 tierces 
noted in our last. Offerings from outports 
are said to be only equal to the demand of 
local soap makers, and exporters are equally 
unable to do anything from there. This leaves 
New York practically the only point upon 
which they can draw, and the stocks there 
are estimated at this writing to have been re- 
duced to about 2,500 hhds. Such bare mer- 
kets now exist throughout the country 
have not been seen since the last speculation 
in tallow, on a 5c. basis, a few years ago, 
and the promise seems to be of a continued 
home demand equal to the current production. 
How to explain this in connection with the 
recent opinions of the trade, that we were still 
producing a considerably large surplus over 
home wants, is not clear, unless late purchases 
have been largely in anticipation of future 
wants by our large Western soap. makers. 
This has been the current belief, and yet 
there has been no authority from these soap 
makers themselves that they are more than 
providing \for the current demand from their 
trade. This sudden taking of the market for 
beef fats out of the slough in which they have 
been sinking for two years past, without any 
apparent hope of recovery, is one of the great-

est surprises of the many in our produce mar- 
kets during the last two months, since Eu- 
rope seems to have unlimited demand as well 
as confidence for and in all our export staples. 

On Monday refusals of city tallow at 34c., 
given on Saturday to the local trade, were 
not accepted, but brought counter bids of 
3%c., with no sales of country reported, as 
offerings were light. 

On Tuesday 150,000 lbs. of the latter were 
sold at 34@3%ce. for good to prime, pckgs. 
free, and 200 tes. of country edible at 3%c., 
while there were rumors of Western orders in 








the market at 3%c., as well as for Liverpool. 
But late in the day the local trade bought 350 
hhds. at 3\4c. for city and establishéd the ad- 
vance. 

On Wednesday 350 hhds. more were taken, 
at the same price, by the same trade, and 
150,000 to 200,000 Ibs. of country at8%@ 
34ec. for good to prime, with choice held at 
35c. and edible 8%@4cc. 

In low grades of tallow and greases there 
has been corresponding strength and séarcity 
of supplies, as they, like tallow of the, best 
grade, have all been picked up at seaboard 
and interior markets by the local trade, since 
exporters dropped out of the market, with the 
single exception of white grease, which has 
been held relatively higher than other soap 
stocks, of which the market is particularly 

STEARINES AND OILS have been firmer 
in sympathy with tallow, both at-home and 
abroad, though not aetive, prices having been 
advanced on light offerings. There has been 
no especial feature in these products, the same 
influences affecting them, as noted in the tal- 
low market, the advance in the latter hav- 
ing checked production of these stapleg, ex- 
cept that there has been an unusual demand 
on Eastern and Western presses from Hol- 
land for No. 2 and No. 3 oleo oils. Prices of 
extras in Rotterdam have advanced to 37 
florins for the best brand, with a strong mar- 
ket and ready sales for the light arrivals and 
offerings, of which only jobbing sales have 
been reported of 100 and 200 bbl. lots so far. 

On Monday no sales or changes whatever 
in either stearines or oils were reported. 

On Tuesday Harrison’s sold at- 37 florins, 
with no United offerings, and other brands 
quoted at 35@36 florins for extras and at 6c. 
in New York. No. 1 do., 54@6c., and No. 
2, 5@5\4., with so-called No. 3 at 4%c. On 
that day 4%c. was bid in New York for city 
oleo stearine and 4%%c. asked, with sales of 
75,000 Ibs., after change, at the later figure, 
and 444c. asked in Chicago, without business 
reported there so far for the week. On that 
day free sales of neutral lard, however, were 
reported in Chicago at 5c. These are 4@Méc. 
up from late-nominal prices, this being the 
first demand of importance reported in 
months, the activity in other products having 
at last struck butterine stock, which has been 
dead for so long a time. 


On Wednesday the same prices were re- 
ported for oleo stearine, with more inquiry 
at 4%c. in both markets, but 444c. was firmly 
maintained, while lard stearine has continued 
neglected at 4%4c. in New York for Western 
and 4%c. for city. But there was a better de- 
mand for lard oil at 40c. in New York for the 
best brands and a good export business doing. 

As to the stocks of oleo stearine and oil, 
they are said to be light, yet there has been 
no active demand for the former for the last 
two weeks, and unless production has been 
curtailed by the better prices of tallow, it 
would be natural to suppose that supplies 
were fair, yet the strength of the market 
seems to bear out the claims of the pressers 
that they have kept production close to de- 
mand. That this is true of oleo oils is ap- 
parent from the scarcity of the latter, even 
at the advanced prices. It will, therefore, be 
seen that everything in the line of beef fats 
is now in the strongest and healthiest posi- 
tion they have occupied for the last two 
years, and that the bugaboo of over-produc-

from Chicago, 320 cars; previous week’s ship- 
ments of feeders from Omaha, 343 cars; pre- 
vious week’s shipments of feeders from Kan- 
sas City, 626 cars. A scarcity of good fat cat- 
tle for export and Eastern trade is getting to 
be very monotonous to the purchasers. Na- 
tive cattle very scarce and find ready buyers. 
The highest price paid last week for a bunch 
of 1,391-ID average $4.80 by Swift & Co.; a 
bunch of 1,451-ID average brought $4.60, and 
a .bunch, 1,536-ID average, $4.40. Well fed 
Colorados in .demand—in fact, all. Western 
well fed, smooth cattle found willing buyers 
at $3.80. Some Arizona corn fed steers sold 
at $3.75. Exporters sent 100 cars of cattle to 
seaboard—a falling short of 50 cars, compared 
to same week 1895. Eastman purchased 737 
head, Schwarzschild 647. he: Swift 463 
head. Native cows and heifers very scarce. 
Even Western cows in no large supply, prices 
ranging from $2 to a very fancy article of 
$3.50. Stockers and feeders in good supply 
and prices well sustained. Natives of this 
class very scarce and quickly found buyers. 
Western good stock in demand—some white- 
faced Mexicam steers sold at $3.75. The av- 
erage price was fully up to $3.50. In fact, the 
difference between prices of feeders of 1895 
and 1896 is getting to be very slight. We 
sent to the country corn crib and pasture last 
week some 595 cars, while corresponding 
week 1895 gave 431 cars. 

About 10,000 cattle were last week put to 
the quarantine division—a slight increase of 
cows over the usual weekly supply so far. 
Texas steers sold from $2.50 to $3.10—some 
poor trash much lower, but no quantity. 
‘Texas cows from $2 to $2.50. A good round 
lot sold at $2.1244—some poor trash lower. 
The Cudahys in the market purchasing 1,701 
head. From conservative men comes the 
opinion that cattle to be fed this winter in 
Texas will fall short some 65 to 75 per cent, 
of last year’s number. The lack of corn there 


souri and Nebraska will bring them North— 
fancy corn selling in the country at 8c. per 
bushel. Reports come that Texas is receiving 
a blessing of rains—and the cattle men are 
in high spirits over future prospects. The 
Canadians are giving us tit for tat about cat- 
tle shipping—we complain the Canadian cat- 
tle give our beef a bad name—now the Mon- 
treal papers complain of our diseased cattle. 
However, as long as Johnny Bull pays 10%. 
to 1144c. for beef and 8'%4c. to 9c. for re- 
frigerator beef we can be contented, and 
mutual growls are to be expected between the 
peeople who are rivals in supplying delicious 
joints for his dinner table.

The farmers had no reason to complain of 
the price of hogs several days of last week. 
The market was not strong at the begin- 
ning, but one large packer stepped into ring 
in defense of the hog, and the others pressed 
quickly to carry on the good work. Light pigs 
were sold from $2.50 to $3.05. Light hogs 
commenced business Monday at $2.95 to 
$3.10, and gained steadily every day until the 
few sold Saturday brought $3.15 to $3.25. 
Mixed packing to prime medium weights 
started at $2.85 to $3.05, and finally ended at 
to $3.20. Mexico being in the market 
heavy hogs were in demand—starting pur- 
chasing at $2.75 to $2.90—prime smooth hogs 
bringing $2.85—they increased in favor every 
day until the final purchase was made at 
$2.85 to $3.05—not so bad a price, considering 
how the heavy weight hog is hated in cer- 
tain places. For the week, Monday tops 
$3.05, bulk $2.85 to $2.95. A steady gain 
right along until Saturday’ crowned the tops 
$3.25, bulk $2.95 to $3.20.

Over 300 head 
exhibited, and nearly every hog raised in or 
owned by Kansas men, and every hog a pedi- 
gree! The report of the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington gives 43,000,000 as the 
number of hogs in these United States. It 
states that since 1880 the increase in hogs 
26 per cent., increase in value 28 per cent. 
The amount of hogs in Kansas computed at 
1,500,000 head, and that of “Poor Old Mis- 
souri’”’ over 3,000,000. The report. gives it as 
gospel truth that there are some 104,000, 
hogs in the world.

Very few native sheep on market—they 
are a-_rarity just now; some lambs sold at 
$3.75. The Western States furnish most. of 
the supply—and Utah just now has the call. 
Utah lambs sold at $3.20 and Utah ewes 

2.20 to $2.40 for the better grade. Some nice 
new Mexican lambs changed hands at $38.20. 
Some Wyoming sold at $2.20 and a good 
string of Nevada at $2.40. One day the. re- 
ceeipts were over 12,000 head—but they were 
mostly stockers and feeders—quite a bunch of 
California going to the pasture and corn cribs 
of Missouri at $2.20. The receipts some days 
very much mixed—too good for. feeders and 
too poor for slaughtering—so much so that 
for a few days there seemed to be a glut of 
undesirable truck that no man wanted. 

The packers just now are not asking the 
tanners what price they should ask for fides. 
To be sure, the good, and one only book, says: 
“Pride goeth before destruction—and a haugh- 
ty spirit before a fall!’ And this verily hath 
been proven more than once in the case of the 
packer hide man in the last twelve months. 
A little tightening of the money market, a 
little scare and want of confidence, put na- 
tive steers from 814c. to 64%4c, in three weeks, 
and now we hear of 9c. being abain asked— 
and bids of 8%c. are not looked on just now 
with any favor. Leather seems to have awak- 
ened to the fact that it has an intrinsic value, 
that it is an article that as yet civilized man 
cannot find a rival for. There is no doubt 
but that paper soles will one day be in com- 
mon use, but then the uppers will yet be of 
leather. The strong price of hides has made 
the tanners cling tenaciously to their leather, 
and the manufacturer at last sees that his 
“bull dozing’ will no longer do. ‘The shoe 
men are forced to pick up courage to demand 
a better price for underwear. So shortage of 
hides and the “greedy desire of gain” are 
forcing values to a higher level. More confi- 
dence is appearing on every hand. And no 
better sign than that England is allowing 
gold to come back to its original home. ere 
she badly scared she would be sending back 
American securities. In fact, the “scare of 
late’ came from Americans, not from abroad. 
The people beyond “the flood” have the best 
of confidence in our honesty. We seem to be 
on the eve of a great revival of business, and 
leather will feel it “first pop!’ Hides are not 
now too high, and now that only four weeks 
between us and general revival of prosperity 
it does not seem likely hides will go lower. 
To be sure, some of the packers may grow a 
little nervous just before, and over waiting 
even four weeks, so shade a fraction for a 
clearance, or part clearance, still at present 
writing their position could not be better in 
the fact that native steers and native cows 
are very scarce, and Texas cows and Texas 
steers sold close up to slaughter. Few hides

PACKER HID#S.—There is no sign of 
weakness anywhere in the hide situation. 
Packers are firm in their ideas as to prices 
and no attention is given to any one who asks 
for lower figures. With the admitted short 
supply of hides it cannot be wondered at 
that packers believe that hides will bring all 
that they are asking for them, especially so 
now that the political sky is becoming bright- 
er all the time, and all classes of business 
men are getting into line for better business 
conditions so soon as it is definitely settled 
that the country is to have an honest admin- 
istration, one based on business principles. It 
is safe to say that never before in the history 
of the country have politics and business been 
so closely joined, and the sure outlook now is 
what is giving increased confidence in all lines 
of trade, and that tends to advance prices and 
to set the machinery in motion. Tanners 
feel more like buying hides than for a long 
time past, and have been able to get some ad- 
vance on nearly all kinds of leather. And 
there can be no question but what leather 
prices must go higher in the near future. It 
is not in this country alone that hide prices 
are firm, for it is the same all over the world. 
On this subject the “Shoe and Leather Re- 
view” says: 

“The latest reports from the English hide 
auctions*show that the raw material of the 
tanners is going at a premium. Before us are 
reports from Manchester, Glasgow, Leeds and 
Bradford, and we find that the leading selec- 
tion of heavy hides sold at 444@4% pence, or 
8%@9ec. in our money. It will thus be seen 
that with the best Chicago packer hides sell- 
ing at 8%c. our market is not above the 
world’s average of prices.”

COUNTRY HIDES.—The market is strong 
and the supplies small, and no matter how 
the dealer in country hides may try to manip- 
ulate the market the country dealers fully 
understand the situation and will not sell un- 
less at prices that they believe the situation 
will warrant. It is proverbial that the Chi- 
cago dealers in country hides are alternately 
bulls and bears. Bulls, when they have a 
good supply of hides on hand, and bears just 
as soon as they are sold out. We quote:

The stock of buffs 
now on hand is very small.

NEW YORK. 


GREEN SALTED CITY HIDES.—The 
market is very strong and slowly but very 
steadily moving upward. With the brighter 
outlook for business the hide men believe that 
the statistical position of the hide market 
warrants them in asking more for hides, and, 
they not only ask, but they get it. Native 
steers and butt brands have both sold for 
more than they did last week. We quote: 

No. 1 NATIVE STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
8%c., and 3,000 were sold at that figure, so 
that it seems to be well fixed as the quota- 
tion. 

No, 1 BUTT-BRANDED STEERS, 60 Ib 
and up, 7@714c., with a sale of one car at 7c., 
but now the only quotation spoken of is 74c. 

SIDE-BRANDED STEERS, 60 ID and up, 
644@6%c., but no sales to report. 

COWS, 7c., but no sales, 

BULLS, 64@6%c. 

COUNTRY HIDES.—The market is good 
for country stock, but the receipts are small, 
and from all reports from country points there 
will be but few to come forward before the 
farmer fall kill, which will not be for some 
time yet. 

HORSE HIDES.—The market is perhaps 
somewhat more active, but prices remain low. 
The export demand has fallen off, unless 
where they can be had at what is considered 
low prices. We quote $2.50. 

GREEN SALTED CITY CALFSKINS.— 
The market is steady and prices are firm. The 
receipts are not large and mainly of the 
heavier grades. Very few light skins com- 
ing in at the present time. The Western tan- 
ners have bought more the past few weeks, 
so that the stocks here are very small. 


BOSTON. 


HIDES.—The market is firm and advancing 
steadily, though slowly. Buff hides have sold 
at 7%c., and 714c. is now asked, so that we 
give a quotation of 7@74c. 

NEW ENGLAND HIDES are in full sym- 
pathy with buffs and are now considered 
cheap at 6446@6%c. flat. 

CALFSKINS show no change and only the 
best fresh skins are wanted. 


PHILADELPHIA. 

HIDES.—The hide men seem to have laid 
in a stock of courage, and are now very firm 
in their ideas as to the value of hides. The 
stocks have been reduced, and with light re- 
ceipts there are not many hides at present to 
offer. Dealers here do not expect prices to go 
higher at present, but yet it is hard to say 
what course the market will take, as the sup- 
plies are small both with the hide dealers and 
the tanners. 

CALFSKINS.—tThe principal demand is for 
the heavy weights for the local tanners. 

SHEEPSKINS.—The offerings are light 
with steady prices, 





SUMMARY. 


There is no sign of weakness in anything in 
the raw stock market, and the statistical po- 
sition of both hides and skins favors higher 
prices, but up to the present tanners have not 
been in a position to pay higher prices on ac- 
count of the low rates of leather, but there is 
a steady effort being made to advance leather 
prices, but it is a slow process, and tanners 
find that the raw stock is advancing much 
faster than finished goods. This places them 
in a position of great uncertainty as to where 
their profits are to come from if, indeed, they 
make a profit. It must be stated that hides 
are fully 4c. higher than they were a week 
ago, and dealers less anxious to sell at the ad- 
vance. In viewing the situation from all 
points we fail to see how we can expect to 
have hides at a very low figure for some time 
to come, for the reason that with a revival of 
trade more hides will be wanted, and there is 
no surplus at the present time on which to 
draw. It is well understood that the packers 
have only moderate stocks on hand and the 
kill of cattle is not large; in fact, is much 
smaller than in several years past. It is the 
same with dry hides; the market is almost 
entirely bare of stock and large foreign or- 
ders here waiting to be filled beside the de- 
mand from the home tanners. In past years 
it has usually been the case that we could 
draw on other countries for large supplies of 
hides and skins, but now it is very different, 
for not only is there no surplus of hides in 
foreign countries, but they have been steadily 
drawing supplies from this country until now 
we have no hiles to spare, and are likely to 
need more than the take off for our own tan- 
neries. In view of such a situation it would 
seem that the tanner that manages to keep a 
fair supply of hides on hand will be the for- 
tunate one, though it is hardly to be supposed 
that dealers will attempt to force hides to. an 
extreme point or that tanners would follow 
them if they did attempt it, so that while 
hides are likely to remain very firm, it is not 
probable that there will be any very rapid ad- 
vance beyond the present point, as tanners 
can remember a lesson so dearly bought as 
that of last year for several seasons at least.

—A $10,000 ice factory will be erected at 
Ballinger, Tex., by C. H. Willingham, J. A. 
Young and associates. 

—The Chattanooga “Tradesman” observes: 
“It is pointed out as a singular phase of the 
manufacture of ice making machinery that 
while abundant provision has been made- for 
large consumers, requiring an output of, say, 
50 or 100 tons, no attempt has been seriously 
made to turn out small outfits ranging upward 
from one ton capacity. There are many rela- 
tively small eonsumers who would readily 
avail themselves of the advantages which a 
small plant would offer, and who, in the ag- 
gregate, would probably amount to _consider- 
ably more than the limited number of es- 
tablishments that need and can afford to pay 
for machines of ponderous size. Few ice ma- 
chine companies have apparently given this 
aspect of the matter any particular attention. 
It is noted that the large manufacturers have 
heen obliged in many cases to cast about for 
other kinds of business to help them keep 
their shops at work, and have thus drifted 
into lines quite foreign to their equipment. 
The turning of these surplus resources into a 
branch devoted to a miniature class of the 
product for which they were designed should 
commend itself to the trade. Small ice ma- 
chines are clearly destined to become more 
and more important accessories to modern 
conveniences, and the firm that will be first 
prepared to offer them will reap a good busi- 
ness reward. A striking proof of this was 
recently afforded when a New York paper 


for domestic use that would supply a whole 
family with ice for a year for the insignificant 
sum of $1.40. Thousands of inquiries rained 
in from all parts of the country, and there 
was wide-spread disappointment when it 
transpired that the machine was not yet on 
the market. 

A company is being organized to erect an 
ice factory in New Orleans, La. Henry D. 
Kirves and others are interested in the en- 
terprise. 

—C. E. Sawyer and others will organize a 
$10,000 company to build an ice factory at 
Aiken, S. C. 

—Attorney General Remley, of Iowa, has 
handed down a decision in which he held 
that a man running a retail saloon and also 
a cold storage plant in different buildings, 
would have to pay the $600 tax on each place.

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COTTONSEED OIL. 
WEEKLY REVIEW. 


An advancing market, with more doing in 
refined and less in crude, have been the feat- 
ures of this week, as exporters have become 
more urgent buyers of prime yellow to fill 
both September and October contracts, while 
the supply of old oil is becoming reduced, and ~ 
is a quarter less than a year ago. At the same 
time, the offerings of crude at the South have 
been very limited, and have almost ceased 
on the Atlantic coast, while Texas has been 
held at a further advance of Yc. and last 
week’s prices bid. The cause ascribed for 
this is the inability of crushers to get seed at 
late prices. In some sections none whatever 
is coming in, while in others planters are 
holding out for an advance, which cannot be 
paid, at the present price for crude. At the 
same time the Weather Bureau’s reports have 
been very unfavorable, with heavy rains over 
a considerable portion of the belt, followed by 
severe frosts, and these conditions, as well as 
those noted above, have reduced the offerings 
of seed as well as retarded its movement. In 
fact, the late opening prices of thenew cropdo 
not seem to have established its basis, which 
is now undergoing readjustment, to reduced 
crop estimates, with prospects of a still higher 
rather than a lower range of prices. Yet, re- 
finers do not seem to have accepted this view 
of the situation, and have, almost without ex- 
ception, held off, refusing to pay the asked 
advance, though they would doubtless have 
been free buyers at old prices, as there has 
been considerable improvement in domestic 
demand for compound lard, since raw lard 
has advanced above 4c. On the other hand, 
exporters have either accepted a higher basis 
for the new crop, or are forced to cover their 
old contracts by the approaching expiration 
of sellers’ options of delivery. The most ur- 
gent demand from this source has been for 
immediate shipment, for which 4c. more was 
bid mid-week than for later deliveries, and 
early October was also at a premium. This 
has placed the market for the balance of the 
old’ crop in a very strong position, as there is 
little new being made to take its place, while 
at the present rate of demand the former will 
soon be exhausted. Then the question of 
price of seed will have to be-settled, as de- 
mand for oil will force buyers of seed up to a 
price satisfactory to planters, or foreign mar- 
kets will refuse new business after present 
crop contracts are filled. So far, it is ufider- 
stood that prices on the other side have not 
followed the ady. here, and that there is 
a loss in current ments on old contracts. 
The future of thi8-market, therefore, is in a 
very unsettled condition, and there is little or 
no disposition to anticipate the solution of the 
problem by rates for formal delivery. Pres- 
ent appearances, we, Map indicate a higher 
rather than a lower Tange of values; or, 4s 
noted above, a suspension of exports. The 
Weather Bureau report, showing heavy rain, 
covered Texas, Arkansas, Louisiana, Mis- 
sissippi, and Tennessee, in some places water 
falling to a depth of one to two inches, while 
the reports of heavy damage from severe 
frosts came chiefly from Texas following the _ 
rain. There has been little in the cotton mar- 4; 
ket itself to indicate further reduction in crop 
estimates, as there has been some - pretty 
heavy liquidation of long cotton, which has 
checked any tendency the market might have 
had to advance. Hence it will be seen that 
we are further at sea than a week ago in re- 
gard to the future basis of values, and we are 
likely to have a dull, waiting and unsatisfac- 
tory market until development at the South 
shall reveal the true condition of things.

New York, 
500 old white 25%6c., but no offerings were re- 
ported of crude from Atlantic coast mills for 
reasons given above, while Vexas was bid 15c. 
and 15%4c. asked. 


On Wednesday 24%4c. was bid and 2i5c. 
asked for spot prime yellow and for early Oc- 
tober, and 24c; bid, and little offered, for 
later deliveries and off yellow, with a strong 
demand and large orders reported in the mar- 
ket .at these bid prices, while holders were 
very firm in their views at the asked advance 
and not free sellers at that. Two tanks of 
crude were reported at Southeast Coast Mills 
at 16c. for New York refiners, with small sales 
in-the Mississippi Valley at 1644c. for West- 
ern refining, while Texas was nominal, as 
noted above, and crude in barrels at New 
York 21@2i%e., nominal, with very small 
supplies of all grades, excepting prime yellow, 
and that, as noted above, a quarter less than 
a year ago. In cottonseed meal and cakes 
there has been no new crop yet received at 
the North, and little or none offered to arrive, 
though bids have been solicited without 
drawing any so far as reported. Trade in 
these products is, therefore, still confined 
to such job lots of old crop at former prices, 
with very little of that. 


Thursday’s markets were still higher on 
erude at Southern mills, namely, 16%4c., at 
Southeast coast mills, 174%c. at Memphis, 
15iée. bid, 16c. asked Texas without a trans- 
ection in it reported, while there is none of- 
fered in New York in barrels, quoted 214, 
but 500 bbis. old prime yellow sold at 25c., 
with that bid and 25%4c. asked at the close 
for prompt shipment, while free sales at 
2414c. the night before were reported and _de- 
nied, with no amount specified.

CHICAGO PROVISION REVIEW. 


Provisions the past week have sold some 
jrigher than the week before, lard taking the 
Jead. Still it could hardly be called a very 
strong market, but more of a reflection from 
the very strong wheat market, and not get- 
ting its advance on its own merit. Wheat ad- 
vanced Te. a bushel and provisions sympa- 
thized to the extent of 20c. a hundred pounds. 
Later in the week when wheat sold off only 
1%c. provisions lost over half the advance 
they had made in the 7c. wheat bulge, which 
shows very plainly that left to themselves 
lower prices would prevail. The cash de- 
mand is reported good, but nothing extraor- 


dinary; this ig the season of the year when 
we should have the best demand from the 


South, and prices are low enough to invite a 
very large consumption. Lard, in particular, 
has been selling at prices that’ were attractive 
to speculators as well as consumers. A month 
ago ribs and lard were selling at the same 
price; to-day January lard is $4.10 and Janu- 
ary ribs $3.50, showing a gain for lard of 
60c. a hundred. Our former letters have 
called attention to the very price at 
which lard was selling, and predicting that 
jt would prove a safe and profitable invest- 
ment at the prices. Now should rather buy 
ribs and sell lard. Thursday the market was 
considerably . more. active, with .the shorts 
busy covering. They seemed to be influenced 
by the very strong wheat market and fear- 
ful that the strength in wheat would extend 
to the provision pit. Patton led in the buying 
and New York was reported taking lard 
through Bartlett & Frazier and Counselman 
& Day. January pork advanced to $7.25, 
January lard $4.17%4 and January ribs $3.60; 
these proved to be the high points. The pack- 
ers came into the market as selers, Swift, the

HOW TO MAKE SWEET GLUES. 


It is a well known fact to every one using 
dry glues that it is not advisable to dissolve 
more of the glue than is required for a day’s 
work,:on account of the following reasons: 

When dissolving glue you will notice the 


impurities to separate. Pieces of wood, 
straw, ‘ete., either rise to the tep or settle to 
the bottom, leaving a clear glue solution 


which will give little trouble in its use, pro- 
viding the proper quality of glue was dis- 
solved in the amount of water suited for the 
special purpose. This glue is kept during 
working hours at a temperature of 170° to 
180° F., being stirred constantly to prevent 
its drying on the surface or its clarification. 
As this is done generally on the waterbath, 
the quality of the glue suffers but little. This 
glue solution, during the day’s work, becomes 
dirty, and it can be frequently noticed that 
the glue which had a light yellow or brownish 
color in the morning, is dark or black in the 
evening. It is easy to understand why such 
remnants should not be used the next day or 
fresh glue mixed with them. In the first 
place, it cannot be relied upon, as such glue 
is liable to become sour in a very short time, 
especially in rooms where hundreds of men 
are working. Yet consumers of glue demand 
that glue should keep sweet at least for two 
days after being dissolved, and kept at a tem- 
perature of 170° to 180°. It must therefore 
be the effort of the glue manufacturers to 
meet this. requirement... In a previous article 
we discussed how, by the aid of chemicals, 
this can be accomplished. Without chemicals 
it is difficult, but still possible, to obtain this 
end. To produce glue answering for such 
purpose the raw material must be sweet. If 
blue or black pieces should be present, the 
washing process must be prolonged. The lim- 
ing must be perfect, and the washing of the 
lime stock must be likewise, and the material 
before it goes in the cookers, must be per- 
fectly sound. Some glue factories are using 
muriatic acid to remove the lime in order to 
obtain an extra nice looking, clear glue; but 
if such acid is used great care must be taken 
that all of the chloride of calcium is washed 
out of it, as glue containing such chlorides is 
liable to become sour in the vacuum pan. 
Whether such stock has been properly freed 
of any chlorides can be easily ascertained 





with nitric acid or nitrate of silver. Sul- 
phuris acid has not su¢h a bad effect. Gen- 
erally speaking, the washing process has to 
be done in such a manner that the glue either 
shows a slight acid or alkaline reaction. Neu- 
tral glues sour very quickly. 

The glue taken from the cookers must be 
put through the evaporating and cooling 
process with the greatest haste. The tem- 
perature of the glue liquor coming from the 
pan at 130° F. must be reduced as rapidly as 
possible and the glue must be allowed to “‘set”’ 
in the shortest time. This is accomplished by 


artificial cooling, either by cold air or 
by allowing the glue liquor to run 
over cooled metal sheets, or in any 


of the various ways which we have described 
in previous issues. Of course, such coolers of 
whatever form they may be, must be scru- 
pulously clean. The drying process must be 
such that glue cut in the morning can be 
stripped in the evening, or at least on the next 
morning. Kettles, receivers, evaporators, 
ete., must be perfectly clean. No cuttings or 
scrapings are allowed to be mixed with such 
glue. It is far better to work up such ent- 
tings (tops and bottoms) by themselves. The 
dry glue is tested in regard to its sweetness 
by dissolving one part of glue in about three 
or four parts of water and placing the result- 
ing liquor in a room having a temperature of 
120° to 130° F. Steam is allowed to enter 
such room to keep the air uniformly moist in 
summer as well as winter. The glue is ex- 
amined from time to time by being stirred up 
and by testing it for sweetness. The samples 
which have turned sour are removed from the 
test room. The hours required to sour these 
samples are taken as the measure for the 
sweetness of such glue. 





ABOUT NEW GLUE TESTS. 


Satisfactory glue tests are still a thing very 
much to be desired. The ordinary tests of 
glue for strength, body, reaction, color, water. 
absorption, sweetness, etc., give fairly re- 
liable results, but every one experienced in 
glue tests will admit that new and better 
methods would be much appreciated; in fact, 
they are indispensable before we can expect 
that the glue trade will generally recognize 
glue tests as a desirable and necessary basis 
for glue transactions, and as a proper and re- 
liable control of the glue manufacture. 

We welcome, therefore, all efforts to work 
out new methods for this purpose, even if 
the results do not show a great advancement. 
Continued efforts must bring progress. 

Fahrion has proposed a method which, 
complicated as it does appear, may bring us 
nearer to the desired object. Fahrion digests 
glue shavings with an 8 per cent. alcoholic 
solution of caustic soda, and reduces the 
product to dryness. He treats again with 
alcohol, evaporates again and treats the resi- 
due with hot water, washes it into a separa- 
tory funnel, acidulates with muriatic acid, 
and allows to cool. The cold solution is ex- 
tracted with ether, which dissolves unsaponi- 
fiable matter, fatty acids and the liquid oxy- 
acids; the latter can be separated by petrol- 
ether, which does not dissolve them. The 
solid oxy-acids remain in the aqueous solu- 





tion; they are dissolved in warm alcohol and 
determined by evaporating the alcoholic solu- 
tion and weighing the residue. To separate 
the unsaponifiable matter from the fatty acids 
the petrol-ether solution is treated by a solu- 
tion of caustic soda in dilute alcohol. A sam- 
ple of glue analyzed in this manner gave this 
result: Water, 13.74 per cent.; ash, 1.80 per 
cent.; unsaponifiable matter, 0.49' per cent.; 
fatty acids, 0.08 per cent.; liquid oxy-acids, 
0.04 per cent.; solid oxy-acid, 0.27 per cent.; 
protein matter, 83.58 per cent. The 
method may give valuable information 
regarding the chemical constitution of the 
glue substance, but will hardly be of value 
for testing glues for commercial purposes. 

Kissling recommends the following glue 
tests: 100 grams glue are soaked in 300 cc. 
water, and then brought to an even solution 
on a waterbath. Pieces of wood are jointed 
togethed with this solution on their cross- 
cut ends, using the ordinary precautions. The 
joint surfaces are pressed together for twen- 
ty-four hours, and allowed to remain in a dry 
room for forty-eight hours longer before the 
actual test is made. The jointed piece is 
screwed to a table so that the joint sticks 10 
mm. over the edge of the table. At 200 mm. 
from the joint the force is applied which is to 
break the joint; i. e., a plate is suspended at 
that point which is to receive the weights. 
The start is made with 5 kilos; the weight is 
increased 1 kilo every minute till the stick 
breaks. The resistance calculated for 1 gem. 
of the glued surface is equal to — p x1: h’, 
p signifying the weight, 1 the length of the 
lever, h the width and height of the glued 
surface, The water absorbing capacity of the 
glue is determined by placing glue in water 
and ascertaining the weight of the glue from 
time to time till it falls to pieces. Consist- 
ency and stiffness of the glue jelly is meas- 
ured by the time necessary for a metal or 
glass rod to sink into the jelly. 

Gantter tests glue as follows: 100 grams 
glue are boiled with one liter of slightly 
alkaline water till dissolved, the solution is 
then diluted to 2 liters. After settling for 
ten hours 20 cc. of this solution (equivalent - 
to 1 gram glue) are evaporated, dried, 
weighed and reduced to ashes. Thus the 
crude glue, free of ash, is ascertained. Fur- 
ther 10 cc. are diluted with 30 cc. water, neu- 
tralized with acetic acid, and so much tannin 
solution added till no further precipitate is 
produced. The solution is diluted to 100 cc., 
filtered, treated with hide powder to remove 
the excess of tannin, filtered after ten hours 
and 50 cc. evaporated to determine the dry 
substance (non-gelatinous matter.) These 
data allow the calculation of the amount of 
pure glue. 

Wischin proposes a test which is very simi- 
lar to Kissling’s test, and another resembling 
the long known test of Lipowitz. George Sel- 
igman obtained a patent on a glue testing ap- 
paratus, based on the assumption that the 
adhesive strength of glue is in direct ratio 
with the amount of matter which glue can 
absorb before it is torm by its own weight if 
suspended under certain conditions. The re- 
sults of this apparatus are not very promis- 
ing.

SOAP MAKING. 
No. 11. 


THE RESPECTIVE MERITS OF TALLOW, ROSIN 
AND COTTON OIL AS SOAP INGREDIENTS. 


Nothing is simpler to make than a quick 
lathering or oil soap. Cocoanut oil and cotton- 
seed oil are the chief goods that are used for 
such soaps. Cocoanut oil cannot be said to be 
a good soap stock. For many reasons, well 
known to the trade, it comes a long way be- 
hind tallow, but it has the advantage—if we 
admit that it is an advantage—of giving the 
soap its quick lathering property. To make 
a good oil soap it is well not to omit a propor- 
tion of tallow. Some makers use nothing but 
cocoanut or palm kernel oil, cottonseed oil and 
rosin; but where a proportion of tallow 
used it gives body to the soap and a firmness 
which it cannot otherwise have. Where no 
tallow is used the proportion of cocoanut or 
palm kernel oil to cottonseed oil is just about 
equal—that is to say, equal proportions of 
cocoanut oil and cottonseed oil. The cocoa- 
nut oil is generally saponified first, and for 
this purpose very strong lye must be used, 
because, as is well known, cocoanut oil will 
not saponify with weak lye. The proportion 
of caustic soda of 70 per cent. strength that 
is actually required for the perfect saponifica- 
tion of cocoanut oil is 22% to the 100. Palm 
kernel oil takes a trifle less, viz., 22, and tallow 
a good deal less, viz., 18. After the cocoa- 
nut oil has been saponified an excess of lye 
is run into the pan until the soap opens and 
separates. No salt must ever be added where 
cocoanut oil is used. To the cocoanut oil 
soap the cottonseed oil is now added, and 
more lye run in until the whole has been 
thoroughly soaped and the soap again opens 
and separates. The lye is now pumped off, 
say

about one-sixth of the whole—which is also 
saponified, and the lye pumped off, the whole 
then being finished with water in the usual 
way. This soap deposits a nigre in the or- 
dinary way, but the amount of nigre is very 
small, which is just as well, because makers 
of these soaps are very particular about hav- 


ing a good color and about the quality and 
color being uniform, which good color and 
uniformity can only be attained by cleaning 
out the pan after every making. Of course, an 
outlet must be found for this nigre, ‘and no 
doubt is found in the usual way, by making 
it into cold water and carbolic soaps. - Where 
an oil soap is made with a little tallow, the 
tallow is always saponified first, the other 
goods following in the above order. 

These oil soaps are invariably perfumed, 
which possibly, to some extent, helps their 
sale. One undoubted advantage they have is 
that they are in tablets—they have no sharp 
edges that must be rubbed down, but are 
nicely rounded off, and therefore kindly to 
the hand. The old fashion of drying the 
soap made the lumps with edges like a knife— 
neither good for the hands nor the cloths. 
They are also attractively packed, and, above 
all, they are often skillfully advertised. The 
advertising in some cases must represent sev- 
eral pounds a ton, and it is really marvelous 
to stand aside and see how the public are 
manipulated, and led to pay so much money 
for their soap, to pay for all the advertising, 
and, at the same time, a very handsome profit 
to the soap maker. It cannot be pretended 
that in these soaps the public get value for 
their money. Soap makers, as a rule, are 
quite content with a comparatively small mar- 
gin of profit, but here the public are paying 
for all these advertisements that meet us at 
every corner, and are often thrust into our 
houses sometimes in the form of literature, 
giving you a great many facts which you are 
expected to believe, sometimes in the much 
more useful form of samples of the soap it- 
self. However, so long as the public chooses 
to pay, we suppose it is their own business. 
They certainly would get better value for 
their money if they preferred the ordinary 
tallow, cotton oil and rosin soaps. 

With bar soaps, uniformity in quantity is a 
matter of considerable importance, #nd does 
not always receive that attention at the 
hands ef the manufacturer that its import- 
ance merits. Nothing can be more annoying 
to a buyer than to have to watch carefully 
every successive parcel of soap, and to. find 
every now and again that the quantity is not 
exactly what it should be. Confidence in 
quality, like confidence in credit, is a most 
important consideration in all business trans- 
actions, and the manufacturer who can in- 
spire a feeling of confidence in the buyer goes 


a long way toward securing that bnyer’s 
trade. Where the raw materials are liable to 
change, it is very difficult to obse rve absolute 
uniformity. Tallow and rosin are not alw ays 
alike; they are continually varying in quan- 
tity. Still, with care and attention, it is pos- 
sible, in a great measure, to counteract the 


effect of these variations in the raw material. 
At the present time, if you take a dézen dif- 
ferent maker’s soaps of the same brand, you 
will scarcely gbt two-alike; and if you take a 
dozen successive makes of any one manufac- 
turer, and of the: same brand, they will not 
always be alike. By attention to proportions 
and great care in the choice of raw materials, 
these variations in quality can be overcome. 
In quality, a great point is made of the color. 
The manipulation of the color is now much 
easier than it used to be. Formerly the manu- 
facturer had to depend entirely on the caprice 
or his raw material, but now, with the use 
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he can more readily bring his soap to any 
shade that may be required. 

All hard soaps for household use in this 
country have, as they ought to have, tallow as 
their chief ingredient. Any other substance 
added to the tallow is always in a proportion, 
and is merely for the purpose of cheapening 
the soap or modifying its action when béing 


used,

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COOKING OF BONES. 


One of our Western friends writes us in re- 
gard to the articles we published some time 
ago on the above subject. While in a general 
way he has little or no fault to fihd with our 
articles, he in a very generous and liberal mood 
gives us the benefit of his experience of many 
years, and the rules adopted by- many lead- 
ing houses for the cooking of bones, tallow, 
ete. The products of these houses are well 
liked by the trade at home and abroad. Com- 
bined with our previous articles, the infor- 
mation we give here should enable every 
packer to turn out highly satisfactory pro- 
ducts. 

Cattle feet should be cooked 20 to 30 min- 
utes in water at boiling point; large feet a 
trifle longer than the average. 

Horns should be cooked in water of 17° F. 
for 25 to 40 minutes. 

Shinbones should be cooked in wates of 
200° F. for 7 hours. 

Jaws should be cooked 12 hours in water 
of 210° F. 

Skulls should be cooked 10 hours in water 
of 210° F. 

Neatsfoot oil after being skimmed off vats 
should be strained and heated to a tempera- 
ture of 220° F. and kept at such tempera- 
ture for 4 honrs; it should then be allowed, to 
settle and drawn clear inte barrels. 

Tallow should be rendered at 40 pounds 
pressure until it has the desired-smell.

culiar to the old box system and which is still 
in operation in a number of Southern mills. 


The parer strips his cake and lays a num- 
ber of these on a stool or table convenient 
to his machine. He then takes up one and 
lays it on the machine, having one side par- 
allel to the trough and overlapping it about an 
inch, one end being pressed against a fence 
either to the right or left, depending-om what 
stroke the machine is taking. The knife block 
passes along and cuts one side clean and 
straight. The cake is now turned over and 
the other edge of the same is treated in a 
similar manner. He now turns the cake half 
round, places one side against a fence and 
cuts off the oily part at one end, then re- 
verses the cake and does the same with the 
other end. The cake is now ready for the 
market, and has been pared by two double 
strokes of the knives, the speed of which is 
about 30 per minute. When required, fences 
or gauges may be added that give all the 
cakes one exact length and breadth, but when 
these are used more parings are made, as the 
fences have to be set to suit the worst cakes. 
The machine can be driven from a shaft 
either parallel or at right angles to the knife 
bar, while the working parts (except the con- 
veyors for parimgs) are above the table, thus 
preventing them being clogged with oily cake, 
ete, 

A machine of this description, which weighs 
one ton, occupying floor space tu the extent 
of 6 feet 6 inches, and 8 feet 6 inches in 
height, will pare or trim 28 tons of cake in 
two watches, or 23 hours... This machine pos- 
sesses the additional advantage of automatic- 
ally reducing the parings to meal, se that 
their re-working may be accomplished with- 
out the aid of the muller or other grinding 
system, 

Another form of trimming machine which 
gives excellent satisfaction is the Harbine 
patent, description of which, together with 
accompanying illustration, we herewith give: 

In the accompanying drawings the letter A 
indicates an upright frame, formed by four 
uprights B, placed in the four corners of a 
rectangle or square, and forming ways C, in 
which the cutter D slides. This cutter con- 
sists of a plate EK, provided with two project- 
ing pins F, one upon each side, to which the 
lower ends of a bifureated pitman G are 
hinged, which reciprocates the cutter. To the 
vertical sides of this plate E are fastened 
four blocks or strips H, two upon each side, 
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front and rear, which slide in the ways 
formed by the uprights guiding the cutter. 

A cutting blade I is fastened to the front 
sile of the plate, projecting below its lower 
edge, and is adjustably fastened to the same 
by means of screw bolts J, passing through 
vertical slots K in the plate, so that as the

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Upon the rear side of the plate E is fas- 
tened a bent plate L, the outward bent por- 
tion M of which bears against and slides up- 
on an upright plate N, in the rear of the 
frame as the cutter is reciprocated, scraping 
the trimmings of the cakes from said plate. 
This upright plate-N is fastened in the rear of 
the frame upon screw O, passing through a 
slotted lip P, upon the lower end of the plate, 
into the foundation of the frame, it may be 
adjusted closer to or farther from the cutter 
by moving it in the slotted lip P upon screw 
O, thus adjusting the width of-the edge 
trimmed off, the edges of the cake being 
brought to bear against the upright plate. 

The sides of the frame forming the ways 
C are provided with four upright plates Q, 
fastened to the upright posts and bearing 
with their inner edges close upon the front 
and rear surfaces of plate E, leaving narrow 
slots for the same to slide in, the plates pre- 
venting the trimmings from flying out to the 
sides, 

Two plates R are fastened upon the pins 
I*, outside the blocks H, and slide upon the 
sides of the ways, aiding in guiding the cutter 
in the same. 

The bifurcated pitman G is operated by a 
crank §S, fastened upon the drive-shaft T, so 
that when the shaft revolves the cutter is re- 
ciprocated, trimming in its down stroke the 
soft, imperfectly pressed edges of the cakes 
as they are inserted from the front ugainst 
the upright plate N, the trimmings passing 
out below through a hole below U in the base 
of the frame. 

The cakes are placed, when being cut, up- 
on the upward bent edges of a series of 
plates V, fastened transversely upon two bars 
W, one on each side of an inclined groove X, 
in the base of the machine, the upward bent 
edges of which plates are cut out V-shaped 
in the center, while the horizontal portions of 
the plates are bolted or otherwise secured to 
the bars W. These plates serve to keep the 
cakes from being pushed out from the cutter, 
their edges biting into the edge of the cake, 
and the particles which are abraded from the 
edges.of the cakes by the plates fall into the 
inclined groove under the same, sliding into 
a suitable receptacle for the same. If de- 
cutting edge is worn by use, and by sharpen- 
ing it, it may be adjusted to take up the 
wear. 
sired, the plates and bars may be cast in one 
piece, like a grate, the edges of the plates pro- 
jecting upward from the two bars. 

To hold the cakes to be cut, a frame Y is 
used as shown in the drawing, consisting of a 
side piece and an end piece, set at a sharp 
angle to each other, the cakes being placed 
on edge in the frame, and prevented from 
falling by the oblique end piece, against 
which the ends of the cake rest.

the stamper was relegated among the things 
of the past, many improvements in design, 
though largely identical in principle, have 
transpired. Considerable difficulty was at 
first experienced in securing a system by 
means of which the plates could be held in 
position when the ram descended into the cy- 
linder after having squeezed the oil from the 
press charge. The use of bolts or links for 
this purpose is inconvenient, as well as being 
expensive, and the press rack, which was in- 
vented by William M. Force, of Newark, N. 
J., at once met with favor from those who 
were fortunate enough to become acquainted 
with its value. The patent has expired, and 
we believe there are many mills in the South 
where its name is unknown.—American Fer- 
tilizer.

F. C. J... NEW ORLEANS.—The usual 
methods for testing anhydrous ammonia are 
extremely simple. With proper precautions a 
sample is drawn from the cylinder into a 
small glass vessel, preferably formed so that 
it is possible to estimate the amount of resi- 
due after the evaporation of the ammonia. 
By filling this glass vessel each time to a 
mark on the glass, and by comparing the resi- 
due, the relative values of several samples of 
anhydrous ammonia may be determined with 
accuracy sufficient for ordinary practical pur- 
poses. Another practical test consists in ob- 
serving the temperature denoted on a ther- 
mometer submerged in the anhydrous am- 
monia. For this test the ammonia is drawn 
into a glass vessel with a relatively small 
neck, the thermometer is then inserted and 
the temperature observed during the evapora- 
tionof theammonia. These tests will, however, 
furnish indications of any value only in the 
hands of an observer of considerable skill and 
experience in these tests. To obtain reliable 
figures about the composition of an anhydrous 
ammonia we have followed a different meth- 
od, whose principle is as follows: A glass 
flask of about 400 cc. contents, closed with a 
doubly perforated rubber stopper, carries two 
glass tubes, the one A protruding below the 
stopper to about the middle of the flask; the 
other B ends even with the bottom of the 
stopper. Tube A is connected with the draw- 
off pipe of the ammonia cylinder, tube B with 
an upright glass condenser, which itself con- 
nects with a large Wulff’s bottle, containing 
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flask, condenser and Wulff’s bottle are tared, 
each separately, but with the tube connection’, 
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ete. The Wulff’s bottle is weighed with the 
water. Before connecting tube A with the 
ammonia cylinder, the draw-off pipe of the 
latter is cleaned by blowing off some of the 
ammonia. Connection with tube A is then 
made and about 200 cc. ammonia are drawn 
into the glass flask. The ammonia will begin 
to evaporate at once; the vapors pass through 
the condenser and are absorbed by the water 
in the Wulff’s bottle. When sufficient an- 
hydrous ammonia in drawn from the cylinder 
into the flask, tube A is disconnected from 
the cylinder and immediately closed by a 
pinch-eock, ete. The ammonia in the flask is 
allowed to evaporate slowly. When most of 
the ammonia is evaporated, the glass. flask 
is placed in ‘hot water and all the ammonia 
and water driven from the flask, leaving only 
oily and resinous matter in the flask. The 
water is condensed in the condenser, retain- 
ing a certain amount of ammonia. The rest 
of the ammonia is absorbed in the Wulff’s 
bottle. The three parts of the apparatus are 
then reweighed. The increase in the flask 
gives the amount of oil, etc. The increase of 
the condenser gives the amount of water plus 
the amount of ammonia it absorbs, which lat- 
ter amount can readily be determined by 
volumetric analysis (titration with normal 
acid); by deduction the amount of water is as- 
certained. The increase of the Wulff’s bottle 
gives the amount of the rest of the 
ammonia, which with the anhydrous am- 
monia in the condenser, will give the total 
amount of ammonia. The total increase of 
weight of the three parts of the apparatus 
will give the total amount of material anal- 
yzed. Thus all the necessary data are at- 
tained. An error is only made in case of the 
presence of amine-like products, which are not 
determined separately, but rather measured 
‘with the ammonia. But the anhydrous am- 
monia produced to-day contains only very 
minute traces of such compounds. Anyhow, 
the outlines given will enable you to work out 
a method best suited for your purpose. Only 
remember that the drawing off of the am- 
monia from the cylinder and the evaporation 
of the ammonia must be carried out slowly if 
the separation of oil, water and ammonia 
shall be fairly complete.

sells at from $9 to $10 per ton. Not much 
seed has yet been offered to the cottonseed 
men of Georgia on account of the prevailing 
belief in the advance of the market prices of 
the commodity. Then there is another reason 
for the slim offerings, and that is the practice 
of many farmers in turning this product into 
fertilizer. This has beem found to be so bene- 
ficial to land that the sales of seed have de- 
creased in consequence. A number of busi- 
ness men appreciating this state of affairs, 
will very probably establish buyers at the va- 
rious small stations within a good shipping 
radius of Augusta in order to get the people 
in the way of sending cottonseed there. 

Mr. William T. Williams, of Savannah, es- 
timates the cotton production of the South at 
7,200,000 bales, practically the same as the 
crop of last year. As the visible supply is 
more than 1,000,000 bales short of what it 
was last year, there is no reason to anticipate 
a decline in cotton. The crops in Egypt and 
India are unusually fine, but they are not 
likely to exceed the product of last year by 
1,000,000 bales, and are therefore not likely, 
with the American crop of the present year, 
to supply the demand of the world. Last 
year cotton brought nearly twice as much as 
the year before. With this year’s crop, one 
of the smallest of the last ten years, two 
years of shortage come together, and the re- 
sult is apt to be better prices even than pre- 


vailed last year. As it is measured in other 
products of American farms, cotton is higher 
than it has been in twenty years. It is worth 
more than oats or pork or beef or tallow or 
butter—in fact, more of nearly anything else 
that could be named than it has been since 
the world recovered from the cotton famine 
caused by the war between the States,

SOAP.—R. E. Green, London Eng.—Patent 
18,163 proposes to make an insoluble soap by 
combining, with the aid of steam, fatty mat- 
ter with any of the hydrates of barium, cal- 
cium, magnesium, aluminium, or with lead 
oxide. The liberated glycerine is separated 
by pressure. The insoluble soap is thén ‘¢on- 
verted into a soluble one by boiling with so- 
dium silicate (if a hard laundry sdap be: de- 
sired), or sodium phosphate (if a neutral soap 
be required). Sodium chloride is added to 
separate the soluble soap from the insoluble 
silicate or phosphate of the alkaline earth, 
and after settling the soap is drawn off for a 
final melting before it is run into frames. The 
insoluble residue is said to be useful for the 
manufacture of paint. The main object of ‘the 
invention is, of course, the saving of the 
glycerine in pure form. 


PRESERVATION OF MEAT, BUTTER, 
CHEESE, VEGETABLES, &c.—J. H. Fit- 
ter, London, England. ‘Patent 13,008 -pro- 
poses to store meat, etc., in an air-tight room, 
strong enough to sustain a vacuum. The 
meat is first cooled and then placed in this 
room, which is also cooled by any ‘of the 
usual refrigerating processes. A more or 
less complete vacuum is then produced by an 
air-pump. Although ~cooled, the meat need 
not be actually frozen, and keeps in better 
condition than by the old plan. 


PRESERVATION OF MEAT BY THE 
HELP OF ELECTRICITY.—A. B. Pinto, 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. English patent 2,176, 
Jan, 30, 1896, preserves meat by immersing it 
in a 30 per cent. (!) solution of common salt 
and passing a continuous current of electricity 
through the brine. In from 10 to 20 hours 
the salting is complete, the meat taken out 
and hung up to dry. The electrodes must be 
of platinum.

* The 








“Live Stock and Western Farm 
Journal”: “The lean hog question has been 
about worn out. The lean meat hog can be 
produced by omitting the “corn crib cross.” 
The thin hog is &@ squealer, but he never gives 
anything away. Raising hogs to raise money 
has been rather thin business in the recent 
past, and if any one wants to get enough to 
‘pay taxes and the interest on the mortgage 
he must raise hogs that will bear down on the 
scales.” 

* There isn’t much use talking about boom- 
ing prices for live stock at present, no matter 
how scarce any particular kind may be, as 
there are too many kinds that are plenty and 
cheap for consumers to stand much of a 
raise.—Chiecago Drovers’ Journal. 

* The London “Meat Traders’ Journal’ 
published a table of statistics showing from 
whence come the foreign live stock and fresh 
meat supplies for the United Kingdom. Ac- 
cording to its figures for the first six months 
of 1896 the United States furnished 81.30 per 
cent. of the dressed beef and 75.10 per cent. 
of the live cattle. The “Journal”: also ob- 
serves: It is an extraordinary fact that the 
Argentine Republic now ranks first among 
the contributing countries in the supply of 
live sheep, and second in respect of live cat- 
tle and frozen mutton. 

* An invitation is extended to every live 
stock organization in the United States to be 
represented at the convention of the National 
Live Stock Exchange to be held in Fort 
Worth, Tex., on Oct. 12 and 13. 

* Exports of cattle from the United States 
during August were 25,089. against 21,112 in 
August of 1895. The total valuation this 
year was $2,355,383, against $2,004,137 in 
1895. 

* It is said that the swine exhibit at the 
State Fair in Kansas City, Mo., was the best 
ever made at a Kansas fair. Something like 
300 head were on exhibition, but what Kansas 
takes pride is that all the fine swine were 
bred within the State or owned by Kansas 
men. 

* South Staffordshire hams should be cut 
short, hip bone taken out at socket joint, hock 
unjointed at first joint below the hock joint. 
Manchester hams should be made in all re- 
spects like the South Staffordshire hams, ex- 
cept that the hip bone must be left in. 

* After a suspension of operations lasting 
since July 25, buyers for the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Co. are again taking a good percentage of 
the hogs offered in the markets. From Sioux 
City comes the news that slaughter has be- 
gun and the plant will be kept in continuous 
operation. General Superintendent Hale said 
that the company had decided to resume op- 
erations with the belief that sufficient sup- 
plies of hogs could now be procured. They 
are anxious to run the plant to its capacity 
and will do so as long as enough hogs are to 
be had. During the shut down extensive re- 
pairs and alterations have been made and the 
company is now in better shape than ever for 
business and the plant has been so renovated 
that it will stand long continued operation 
without stoppage for repairs. During the time 
the company have been out of the market in 
Sioux City hogs have been purchased by East- 
ern buyers at good prices, but receipts were 
undoubtedly curtailed because of the lack of 
a regular home packer buyer. The reopening 
of this plant will by no means cut off the 


shipping inquiry. J. P. Squires & Co., the 
Boston packers, still keep a regular buyer 
there who will remain indefinitely and take 
daily all hogs suitable at top prices, and be- 
sides, there are every day orders from Mil- 
waukee, Wis., and other important points for 
liberal supplies of hogs. 

* Hog cholera is prevalent in St. Peter, 
Minn. During the past few weeks it has been 
especially severe, and is killing whole herds 
of swine. It is estimated that the presence 
of the disease will cause Nicolett and Lesseur 
Counties over $100,000. The general verdict 
is that the disease is not cholera, but some af- 
fection of the lungs. 

* Jay H. Neff, editor of the “Drovers’ Tele- 
gram,” of Kansas City, and active in the de- 
liberations of the National Live Stoek Ex- 
change, has received the Republican .nomina- 
tion for Congress in his district. 

* The various live stock exchanges through- 
out the country are busy electing delegates to 
the big meeting of the National Live Stock 
Exchange to be held in Fort Worth, Tex., on 
Oct. 12 and 13. Among the representatives 
at this convention will be six delegates from 
the Live Stock Exchange of the United King- 
dom. The programme for Monday, Oct. 12, 
is: Barbecue from 12 to 3 o’clock P. M. Rop- 
ing contest and thrilling scenes from ranch 
life, beginning at 2 P. M. and continuing un- 
til finished. The fat stock show will continue 
through both days. A band will be in at- 
tendance throughout the meeting. On the 
second day the National Live Stock Exchange 
will be in session, and no form of entertain- 
ment is provided until the night thereof, 
when there will be a trades display and pa- 
rade. 

* Steps are to be taken to organize the 30,- 
000employés in the Union Stock Yards, says 
the Chicago “Chronicle.” All the butchers 
and packing house employés, teamsters and 
laborers are included im the already formu- 
lated plans. Requests to assist in the or- 
ganization of the men were made to the 
American Federation of Labor by a com- 
mittee of twenty, representing all the em- 
ployés in the stocks yards branches of the 
Swift, Armour, Nelson Morris and other 
packing houses. 

* Mr. Dickinson, advertising manager for 
the Cudahy Packing Co., has recently placed 
one of the largest orders for posters ever 
given in the West, if not in the United States. 
The work contemplates the furnishing of 10,- 
000 stands of posters 9 by 20 feet in size, 
consisting of twenty-four sheets of paper 28 
by 42 inches each. The poster will be litho- 
graphed in four colors in first-class manner 
on the best of stock. 

* The packing at Chicago since March 1 
shows an increase of 568,000 hogs compared 
with the returns for last year. 

* Secretary Morton, of the Department of 
Agricultare, some time ago ordered that all 
sheep received at the stock yards for ship- 
ment to the country be dipped, as a cure and 
precaution against seab, ticks, ete. The Stock 
Yards Company, South Qmaha, has complied 
with this order and constructed a large dip- 
ping trough and the necessary appurtenances. 
A large covered shed has been constructed in 
which are pens for the sheep, and the engine, 
boiling vats, etc. The preparation to be used 
is placed in these large vats, which are filled 
with water and heated by steam to a tempera- 
ture of from 100° to 110°. This solution is 
then run into the dipping trough, where it is 
kept at the required temperature by steam 
pipes running along the sides and bottom. 

When all is ready the sheep are run down a 
sharp incline and fall into the trough, where 
they are kept for one minute, and then al- 
lowed to swim to the far end and climb out 
into a drying pen. The capftity of this dip-

They were fine 
specimens of half-bred Holstein two-year- 
olds. They weighed 1,200 pounds each on foot 
and dressed nearly 700 pounds of the best and 
juicest meat. At the appointed hour one of 
the steers was led on to a platform erected 
on the green. By a rope fastened to his horns 
and passed through a ring in the floor his 
head was hauled down so that the fatal blow 
of the mallet could be delivered with accuracy 
fair on the base of the brain. With one 
mighty swing of the weapon the beast was 
down. Paul Tetzel, the first of the contest- 
ants advanced, clad in his butcher’s clothes, 
with long apron and bare arms. He was 
armed with a long, keen knife. While the at- 
tendants fastened the gambrel sticks to the 
steer’s hind legs and with block and tackle 
were hoisting it to the beam, Tetzel had begun 
his work. Before the gambrel sticks had 
been raised enough to let the head swing clear 
of the floor he had half the hide off. While 
the contest had been going on a 738-pound 
steer bad been roasting at the barbecue. 
Butchers, members of the association, cut 
it up and distributed it in the form of sand- 
wiches to the hungry crowd. The arrange- 
ments were under the direction of Otto Och- 
wein, of New York City, President of the so- 
ciety, and Charlie Wissel, of Brooklyn, pro- 
prietor of the park.
